Practical Paper Mill Talks 





[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAL. ]

Having become a victim to the persist- 
ence of belt agents and agents for belt dress- 
ings, belt oils, belt hooks, lacing, lubricating | 
oils, greases, &c., I have wondered wherein | 
they were justified in or educated to such | 
stick-to-it-iveness. Paper mills give the an- | 
It seems to me that paper mills, as 
a rule, are more destructive to the class of | 
goods mentioned than any other branch of 
manufacturing. 
Mention the subject to a paper mill manand 
his reply is, ‘‘ Paper mills run all the time; 
never stop only for Sunday.” Now, there 
are other establishments which run steadily 
144 hours per week as well as paper mills, 
but with no such terrible destruction to the 
paraphernalia. 

In paper mills the biggest curse to the belt- 
ing is primarily the rosin size room; sec- 
ondly, the pot of lagging wax. Let a belt 
become a little wet and start slipping, | 

Mike” dumps on a hatful of rosin, and | 
if that fails to cure the trouble two, three— | 
yes, I have seen half a bushel of the stuff | 
dumped on all at once. 

On the machine the lagging wax is the | 
great cure-all, and it would seem that as 
intelligent as machine» tenders usually are 
they ought to exercise more judgment and 
keep it off. 

As we all know, the effect of rosin on 
rubber belts is to pull the rubber facing right 
off from the ducking and mixing with it 
form balls or rolls on the belt and pulleys. 
Its further effect is to harden the belt, caus- 
ing it to crack and break easily. Leather 
belts are affected as last mentioned, and, if | 
anything, are destroyed much sooner than | 
the rubber ones. 

Rubber belting after once losing its coat- 
ing of rubber rots very quickly and is soon 
worn out; therefore every precaution should 
be taken to prolong its usefulness. 

Rubber belts, as a rule, require no more | 
dressing than a little vegetable oil occasion- 
ally to soften the surface of the belt. Other 
mixtures for this purpose are extremely in- | 
jurious and should not be used. 

The belt hooks used by paper mills are in 
kind good, bad and indifferent. At the best 
they are a miserable appliance and only the 
very best should be used. One great trouble 
is their improper use. Some men will take 
a No. 17 Thatcher hook for a 4 inch four ply 
belt overa 6o0r8 inch pulley. This is absurd. 
This size of hook is only intended for and | 
should only be used in the large belts when | 
they become so weak as to give way with a 
narrower size. 

The hooks should be put in evenly, driven 
well home and clinched the right way. 

I have seen men put belt hooks in and | 
clinch back from the joint instead of toward 
it. The effect of this is just about equal to | 
sticking the butt joint with glue, with all | 
things in favor of the glue holding strong- | 
est. 

It is strange that men cannot learn better | 
than this and shows how necessary it is to 
watch every move to prevent waste. Of 
course, the hooks are ruined, so is a portion 
of the belt; both must be thrown away, 
Some men will take double the number of | 
hooks necessary when going to take up a | 
belt, use what they need and leave the re- 
mainder stuck up somewhere handy. This 
‘“‘handy” is a poor thing to have, for the 
handiest way is to bring them back and put 
them in their places. No repair hand will | 
have five or six hammers lying around the | 
mill, in the cellar, on the drainers or around | 
the machine. No, hammers cost too much, 
They cost a great big, round dollar apiece, 
and the man has to pay for them, but 
he will leave belt hooks from time to time 
until the value may run up to $15 or $20, 
without a thought for the firm’s inter- 
ests.

apron strings, shoe strings and suspenders 
of lace leather, not to mention the many 
places where it was used to tie on weights, 
&c. After that I kept the lacing locked up 


and dealt it out as required. I was sur- 


| prised to find how little of it was required to 


keep the belts in trim after that. 

Grease and lubricating oils, which were 
used in enormous quantities, proved upon 
investigation to be grossly wasted. Everv 
man helped himself and spilled more or less 
in so doing. Those who oiled or greased up 


| did so with a vengeance once and forgot it 


the several next times. Bearings would get 
hot and someone would “slather” on oil 
and grease until the thing assumed a normal 
condition again. To stop this business I 
took charge of the oil myself, appointed an 
oiler, and to him entrusted the duty of deal- 
ing it out as required, holding him re- 
sponsible for every drop of oil spilled, every 
bearing neglected or wastefully supplied and 
for all becoming heated. 
By so doing and keeping a 
close watch over his move- 
ments I managed to keep 
the oil account down 
respectable figure, 

I have seen cases where 
the mill help were allowed 
access to the oils, and in 
one instance one chap set 
his filler can under the faucet 
of a freshly tapped barrel of 
lard oil, went off while it was 
filling and forgot all about 
it. The can was filled, sure 
enough, and the remainde:

Here, for instance, was a 
whole barrel of lard oil 
wasted. Its price would 


have paid the wages of a 
good, smart boy to attend to 
it for a long time. 

The proper care of such 
materials as I have spoken 
of demands that men shall 
have more intelligence of 
their work. Teach them if 
possible, and, as an extra 
precaution, while education is progressing, 
invest in atew good, solid locks. Locking 
things up does not imply closeness nor mean- 
ness.

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Paper Testing Machine. 





The illustration on this page shows the 
design of a pneumatic paper testing machine, 
the drawing representing an elevation of 
the entire apparatus, the table on which the 
machine rests being shown in section. 

The letter a indicates the frame of the 
machine, having an arm, 4, provided with a 
screw plunger, c, working therein. This 
plunger has a hand wheel, ¢, and a centre 
rod, ¢, which is held in elevated position by 
aspring. The plunger c has a head, 4, at its 
lower end, secured to the plunger by the set 
screw 7, or equivalent means, so as to be 
readily removable. The lower end of the 
head /# has a ring, 4, thereon. The head 
is removable, so as to be replaced by another 
head having a ring of a different size. The 
area within the ring is a definite number of 
inches or other units of measurement. 

The frame @ has a smooth bed plate, /, 
under the ring 4 This plate is centrally 
perforated for the passage of a piston rod, 
which has a button at its upperend. The 
! lower end of the piston rod has a piston

dicate the pressure of air in the flask, 

In testing paper, the part of the paper to be 
tested is clamped between the ring 4 and the 
bed plate 4 By opening 3, com. 
pressed air from the flask, or from other 
source of air or gas supply, is admitted un- 
der the plunger, and at the same time the 
gauge s indicates the air pressure per square 
inch of surface which is applied to the pis- 
ton, and of course the relative pressure on 
the area of paper within the ring 4 may be 
determined from that gauge. When the 

pressure on the piston suffices to break the 
paper, the piston rises freely, and the check 
valve beneath it cuts off the air pressure. 
The pressure indicated by the hand ¢ of the 
gauge will immediately fall as the piston 
rises ; but the registering hand will remain 
at the highest point reached. The broken 
sheet of paper may then be released from the 
| clamp, and the piston rod be forced back by 
| pressing down the rod ¢ (a relief valve may 
be applied to the cylinder o, if needed), the

The check valve closes the aperture leading 
to the pressure gauge, as soon as the paper is 
broken, thus cutting off air pressure from the 
gauge automatically instantly on the break- 
ing of the paper. 
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Early Engineering Reminiscences.

On February 5 George F. Allen, direct 
from a meeting of the company, called on 
me and assured me that everything had 
been agreed to, that I might consider it 
done ; it would probably take a day or two 
to execute the papers. 

On the morning of the 7th I saw H. Allen 
at the Novelty Works, when he then informed 
me that he understood that the amended 
lease would be ready, and appointed 8 
o'clock Pp, M. at his house for me to read it, 
and if all right to jointly execute it. At the 
same time he informed me that, as agreed, 
he had executed the exten- 
sion and placed it in the 
hands of his son as a pre- 
cautionary measure, needless 
now, as all had been adjust- 
ed to our entire satisfaction. 

Not expecting any further 
difficulties, my associate left 
for Philadelphia.

At my ap- 
pointment with Mr. Allen at 
8 p.M. I took this notice to 
him. It was the first intima- 
tion he had, and he appeared 
thunderstruck. He prompt- 
ly gave me a written declar- 
ation that he had, as agreed, 
executed an extension and 
placed it in his son’s hands 
subject to my disposition, and 
he assured me that, if neces- 
sary for my interest, he would legally contest 
|= removal. I subsequently learned that 
| his assignment of his trusteeship was made 
| and accepted at a later date, Feeling se- 
|cure in the grant, if there was anything of 
| value in the gun process, I determined to 
| carry out a full and fair trial as soon asa 
supply of cane could be had, I had learned 
| from my son at the works that he had suc- 
ceeded in getting the guns from Evansville 
| and had them mounted in place ready for 
use; also that the paper mill was ready for 
operation. But it was not until July 18, 
1863, that a sufficient stock of cane was on 
| hand to commence the gun process. On 
| that date my first trial was made, 
The guns were about 26 feet long, with an 
| inside diameter of 12 inches. They were 
cast in two sections and put together in the 
centre by flange joints. The steam boiler 
| was made of % inch iron double riveted, and 
26 inches diameter by 4o feet long. The 
valves or doors of the guns were so hinged 
that when unlatched to discharge they would 
fall on to rubber springs. To make the 
steam tight joints a leaden ring was cast 
into a groove in the which 
was drawn tight against the end of the gun 
by a latch catch, which when hooked was 
drawn back by a screw with sufficient force

| to form a perfectly tight steam joint between 
| the valve and gun. The gun was discharged 
by raising the latch catch by acord drawn 
by a man stationed at the breech end of the 
gun, the mechanical arrangement of the 
parts being as perfect as the nature of the 
operation would admit, 
In prosecuting the first experiments the 
data given me was taken as a guide. For 
instance, ten minutes was given as the time 
required under a steam pressure of 
pounds to so thoroughly heat the cane that 
when discharged into the open air the con- 
tained sap would flash into steam with such 
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amounting to almost a perfect disintegra- 
tion ; five minutes was supposed to be suffi- 
cient time to recharge and close the guns, or 
say four discharges per hour for each gun— 
that would give eighty for ten hours’ work 
of the two guns. 

On the first trial the guns were steam 
heated previous to charging with the cane, 
which was put up in tight bundles to fill 
their calibre. The steam was turned on with 
fully 200 pounds boiler pressure, which fell 
to about 170, and before it was again got up 
to the 200 pounds, fifteen minutes from it 
being turned on had elapsed. On discharg- 
ing, the result was a very imperfect disinte- 
gration. Some of the sections of the cane 
between joints were shredded into the long 
strings of fibre, but leaving portions near the 
joints including them almost entire ; other 
sections were split into slivers or sticks dou- 
bled up, crushed and bent, evidently by 
their violent concussion against the target 
end of the gun room. 

The time of submitting the cane in the 
guns to the steaming process was gradually 
increased up to thirty minutes, at which tol- 
erably fair results were obtained. From this 
it was evident that a softening process re- 
quiring time was an absolute necessity, and 
from this I inferred that moisture as well as 
heat was essential, and that wet rather than 
dry superheated steam would produce the 
better results; by wetting the cane before 
charging there was a perceptible gain. 

It soon became evident that the boiler was 
not adequate to working the two guns and 
keep up a pressure of 200 pounds; this was 
practically remediéd by greatly increasing 
the grate surface, and using some well- 
seasoned hickory wood with the best quality 
of bituminous coal; but the expenditure of 
fuel was enormous when compared with the 
results produced. With this forcing pro- 
cess by the middle of August I had suc- 
ceeded in keeping up steam to work the two 
guns. Then commenced a series of un- 
looked-for troubles, First, the heavy flange 
joints uniting the two sections of the guns 
began to leak steam badly. The bolts that 
were fully adequate to carry a steady pres- 
sure of 200 pounds could not stand the 
jar or concussion of the discharge; in 
fact, it became necessary to bore out the 
bolt holes and substitute others of double 
the strength, and at the same time to 
securely anchor the carriages or frames the 
guns were mounted in. This would have 
been a small matter with a good machine 
shop at hand, but with only a blacksmith 
fire and small engine lathe, and only my 
own pair of hands and a poor helper, it was 
no mean job. But when done and again 
starting, having got steam up to about 220 
pounds, the castiron ring seat for manhole 
plate that was riveted to the wrought iron 
boiler head split in two in a manner I have 
never been able to account for; steam es- 
caped so rapidly that we were obliged to 
cool down. To make a pattern, send to the 
nearest iron foundry, cut out the rivets and 
rivet in a new ring, could not be done in less 
than a week. Some expedient must be re- 
to. I enlarged the crack, inserted 
sheet copper, banded inside the boiler with 
screw clamp band, and outside shrank one 
on, caulked the copper, and in a few hours, 
after cooling down, was ready to go to work 
again, and by August 24 I had mastered all 
the steam leaks and got in fair

LEGISLATIVE inquiry into trusts and | 
combinations has brought out some facts 
in connection with the Standard Enve- | 
lope Company. One of the most inter- 
esting of the disclosures is the agreement 
under which the leading envelope manu- 
facturers are operating. This will be | 
found in another column. It is unques- | 
tionably true that some benefit to the | 
trade has been derived from the workings 
of the organization referred to, but it is | 
also apparent that the company might, | 
and possibly would, if not checked, en- 
deavor to crush out competitors and 
drive them to the wall. There ought to 
be some limit to the exercise of such 
power by such a body. 


A COMMITTEE of the Massachusetts 
Legislature has been taking testimony 
and hearing argument for and against a 
petition for a law limiting the hours of 
laber in paper mills. The quéstion has 
been quite fully argued with much ear- 
nestness, both by manufacturers and 
working paper makers. The conclusions 
of the committee have not yet been made 
known. We are not convinced of the 
soundness of the policy or that there is 
justification for invoking legislative in- 
terference on issues of this kind. There 
may be times when it becomes absolutely | 
necessary to secure the passage of man- 
datory or prohibitery laws; but asa rule 
such legislation is unwise. 


AT last the details of the proposed | 
tariff amendments embodied in the bill 
prepared by the majority of the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House of 
Representatives have been made pub- 
lic. There are some important changes 
affecting paper making and allied indus- 
trial interests. A résumé of these will be 
found in another column. The pro- 
posed changes in the duties on paper and 
the admission of foreign made pulp free | 
will not strike our manufacturers very | 
pleasantly, nor will they commend them- 
selves to the working paper makers, who 
must see how materially their interests 
would be affected were these propositions 
togo intooperation. English paper makers 
have had a very unpleasant experience of 
being almost swamped by the low priced 
and inferior products of Continental 
Europe, and that experience we do not 
want to renew. We invite attention to | 
the remarks of a gentleman connected 
with the trade, who has visited Europe | 
several times and who speaks with 
a knowledge gained by personal in- 
quiry and examination. We do not sup- 
pose that the measure presented will 








become a law. It is quite likely to fail ; 
but it attacks industries which must be 
alert to guard against any danger which 
may lie in tariff legislation.

For myself I think chat the bill is a 
mass of legislative shoddy, intended to make 
a show, yet good for nothing except to cause 
damage to somebody's pocket book. 

It has been remarked that certain 
mills ground slow but fine.

Elizur Smith, of the Smith Paper Com- | 
pany, gave some of his reminiscences at a 
banquet in Massachusetts recently. He said | 
that in 1830, in Lee, there was, on the Housa- 
tonic Mill site, a small mill for making writ- | 
ing paper by hand. On the Columbia Mill | 
site was one for the manufacture of hang- | 
ings, while the Forest Paper Mill stood 
where it now is. At South Lee there were 
then two paper mills. Of these only the | 
Forest Mill now remdins, but since 1830 
eight small mills have been built in the 
eastern part of the town, and one in Pleasant 
Valley and one at Tyringham, The Green 
Water Paper Mill and the wrapping paper 
mill at East Lee were burned and abandoned | 
many years ago. Speaking of his own mills 
he said: ‘‘ By increasing the water power on 
the river, enlarging the mills as before men- 
tioned, and by using wood pulp and paper 
shavings for stock in place of rags to con- 
siderable extent, the Smith Paper Company 
has more than quadrupled its production of 
paper and is now turning out 26 tons per 
day.” 





That new company which is to take the 
mill of the Hurlbut Paper»Company is get- 
ting into shape, and will soon blossom out. 
A. W. Eaton, of the East Hartford Manu 
facturing Company, will probably be inter- 
ested in the new corporation,

The Destruction of Forests. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 


Your timely and well applied remarks on 
the destruction of the forests, in connection 


| with the communication from your con- 
| . . 

| tributor who proposes to dispense with the 
| use of wood fibre, should receive the careful 


and earnest attention not only of the paper 


| manufacturer, but of every citizen who has 
|} an interest at least for the future of this 


country. The destructive influences which 


| have been at work for over a century, and 


which have wellnigh depleted our forests, 


| are now being also felt in agriculture, the 


first and primary industry of the country. 
Nowhere else in the history of the world has 


| there been such a rapid migration of peoples 


and communities over a boundless territory 
which was once richly clothed with organic 
matter suitable for the continued sustenance 
and comfort of man, but which is to-day 
almost worthless and ruined. 

In an address recently delivered at an ag- 
ricultural gathering in this State the speaker 
charged that farmers of Dutchess and other 
counties are selling all the wealth of their 
lands and putting it in their pockets, and 
thus rob their children to enrich themselves. 
He told them to “‘ return to the soil the plant 
food they have stolen from it and the soil 
will be as productive as in the past.” Others 
have likened the destruction of the soil to 
the continued withdrawal of funds from a 
bank without renewal of deposits. These 
are not overcolored remarks. The fact is 
that we are on the verge of bankruptcy in so 
far as our agricultural resources are con- 
cerned. Farming has ceased to be profitable 
in many of the States or even a supportable 
occupation, Nor are these troubles confined 
to ourcountry. England is staggered to-day 
with the unwelcome report that there is a 
deficit of $250,000,000 in her agricultural ac- 
count for the past year and that 700,000 
people are out of. employment on account 
thereof. 

What is the remedy for these troubles? 
Begin at once to restore to the soil at least a 
portion of the organic matter of which it has 
been robbed. Another author upon this sub- 
ject has suggested how thiscan be done, He 
says: ‘‘ Organic matter is therefore to be in-

Trouble With the Wire. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

We are considerably troubled at our mill 
with our wire traveling. We make wood 
news, run 220 feet and use three suction 
boxes covered with perforated brass plate, 
Our wire is 38 feet long and 68 inches wide ; 
its average age is four weeks. When paper 
is off the guide controls it, but when paper is 
on the wire the latter gradually creeps 
toward the front side. The guide works to 
send it back, but with no effect until the last 
box, when by a string dragging on the slice, or 
anything else which will ease off the suction, 
it flys to the back side like lightning. 

My mate and I have spent hours trying to 
conquer our trouble and have not succeeded, 
Our boxes are level and parallel ; the guide roll 
is level and the wire seam is straight. Every- 
thing seems to be in good shape. A year 
ago we were bothered with a similar trouble, 
but our box plates were worn almost through. 
We put on new plates and haven't been 
bothered any more till now. 

Our plates are now in good shape and level 
with the guide roll; still the last box controls 
the wire while the paper is on. Some informa- 
tion and suggestions as to our trouble from 
our paper making brethren will be gladly re- 
ceived. STAR.

Combination and Legislation.

of his work. It matters not what the prob- 
lem may be, whether it is the grain to be 
threshed, grist to be ground, hill leveled or 
mountain pierced, ore raised office 
reached, ocean plowed or continent crossed, 
the same agent, pressure of steam performs 
them all.

One summer 
recently, while stopping in a manufacturing 
town, I heard a shrill whistle blow for two or 
three hours during the night and concluded, 
as I learned the following morning, that it 
was a low water alarm. The police hunted 
up an engineer to go to the establishment 
and give the boiler some water, and fortu- 
nately the boiler took the engineer's proffered 
kindness without getting up and going off 
out of shape about it, either. 

A case occurred last October. under one of 
the costliest buildings on Broadway, New 
York, where fires are banked and they 
*‘never carry steam at night.” It appeared, 
however, from the recording gauge chart the 
next morning that something had caused 
the recorder to make a high steam line for a 
good part of the night, and investigation 
proved that the night watchman heard a 
roaring noise when in the top of the build- 
ing and concluded it must be the boiler 
‘‘blowing ” about something, so he clam- 
bered down twelve or thirteen stories and 
found the damper closed and a full pressure 
on. Of course it goes without saying that 
if the valve had been fast in its seat, or the 
weight shifted on the lever from any cause, 
a first-class explosion would have followed. 
The boilers are provided with an approved 
pattern of damper regulator on the main flue 
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and also have individual dampers on the 
branches from each boiler leading into the 
main flue. of 
course, for shutting off either boiler when not

fireman not knowing enough or forgetting 
to unhook his automatic regulator connec- 
tion before leaving at night, and so when 
the banked fire and heated

to the chimney and little or no steam being 
used in the building, the

called upon and fortunately did its duty and 


prevented the steam passing beyond the 
limit as shown by the chart. 
In the same establishment only two 


months later,on New Year's morning, the 
night watchman closed the furnace doors at 
the usual hour, so that the fires would be 
in better condition for the day fireman when 
he arrived, but the day man did not arrive 
until some two hours later than usual, as it 
was a holiday, and the steam went up again 
and startled the neighborhood with the 
racket for an hour or so. The day man 
claimed that he told the watchman not to 
close the doors until a later hour, which the 
latter denied. Be it all as it may, in both 
instances the chart daily submitted to the 
manager of the property revealed the occur- 
rences and brought forth an investigation, 
resulting in more correct methods of trans- 
mitting orders and causing the unhooking 
of the regulator while under ‘‘ bank fires,” 
and also in the night watchman making 
more frequent visits to the boiler room. 
Who can deny that in this instance their in- 
different methods would ultimately have 
resulted in exploding their boiler had not 
the recording gauge unmasked the facts 
and caused the proprietor to put needed 
rules in force? If an ounce of prevention is 
better than a pound of cure, the instrument 
repaid its first cost in these two instances 
alone.

The remedy we employed was simple and 
We had a number of thin plates 
of steel cut to the diameter of the shaft, 
nicely beveling the edges and straightening 
them up and placed them in a pile on the 
bottom of the box, and lowered the shaft 
down into the box on top of them, filled the 
box with a good bodied oil, and from that 
day to this that box has given no trouble 
and runs as cool as any bearing in the mill. 

As will be seen at once, these plates are 
with the shaft and 
sometimes not, and if one of them should 
stick to its neighbor the one next to it will 
continue to revolve without™extra friction, 
and soon ; ultimately these plates become as 
smooth as glass, and receive a surface that 
the end of the shaft never will. Again, their 
elasticity enables them to conform to any 
change in position of the box itself. 

In the ordinary way, unless the shaft is per- 
fectly vertical with the face of the box, 
there is trouble from the start until the end 
of the shaft or the bottom of the box is so 
cut as to bring them face to face. We recom- 
mend this plan to our readers; it is a good 
one and will seldom fail. Try it.—Stationary 
Engineer.
